In concluding the charge Judge Mollory 
takes the anarchists by the thi'oai as 
follows: "1 believu n vast majority o£ 
tho peoplo who came to this country 
from foreign Iaui2s were attracted by onr 
free institutions, and came hero for the 
honest purpose of accepting and sustain- 
ing them, and are here for the purpose of 
making peaceable homea for thoir child- 
ren.
